THERE WAS A “LEAK." 
At last, after delving deep lato the 
mysteries of Wall street, the special 
congressional committee has unearth­ 
ed the startling information that there 
was a “leak.”

If your chicks are not doing well 
something Is wrong. Look out for lice 
and for worms In the intestines. 
Two-year-old ben# had better be 
seat to the market. They seldom pay 
for their feed if kept over a third sea­ 
son. 
Grit and oyster shell should be in 
eluded in the ration for both young 
and old. 
To neglect this would be 
i*)or economy. 
Young stock will do better If not 
compelled to pick their living with the 
old. 
There will also be less trouble 
from lice. 
Shade is one of the most .important 
essentials during the hot months. Got 
the chicks into the orchard and corn­ 
field. It is not too late to plant sun­ 
flowers.

Preliminary figures complied by 
the United States geological survey 
show that the value of the mineral pro­ 
duction of the country In 1915. w as 
approximately $2,373,000.000, a gain of 
$258,000,000, or more than 12 per cent 
over 1914. This w?as exceeded In 1913, 
when a total of $2,439,0D0t000 was re­ 
corded. 
The metallic products reached the 
greatest value ever recorded, having
